Claims 27-40 are allowed over the prior art of record as submitted in the

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims in 
this application have been allowed because the prior art of record fails to disclose either 
singly or in combination the claimed medical catheter device for insertion into a blood 
vessel with an elongate catheter tube and delivery lumen with a distal end wall portion 
defining opposing longitudinally extending ridges and a peripheral arc segment that 
each ridges forms, the ridges having outer ridge surfaces with multiple longitudinally 
spaced lateral channels therein, with ridges to engage and retain interior wall portions 
of a blood vessel for support of the vascular wall. 

The closest prior art of record is Lotito et al. (7,090,654) and Twardowski et al. 
(5,5569,182), however these references do not disclose the medical catheter device as 
claimed or described above. 

Regarding claims 27 and 39, the closest prior art of record fails to teach among 
all the limitations the medical catheter device with the ridges with outer surfaces and 
lateral channels for minimizing collapse of the vessel and for occlusion of the fluid port.
